|PLAN STARTS MAY 29TH 


L. W. Veerkamp On Control Committee, Shares 
Membership On Bartlett Commodity Group

| California growers and shippers 
of fresh Bartlett pears, plums and 
Elberta peaches today began pre- 
parations for the 1939 shipping sea- 
; son under their new Federal mar- 
keting agreement and order which 
becomes effective May 29, at 12:01 a 
m. 


Selection of control and commo- 
dity committees for the 1939-40 
marketing season and final approv- 
al of the marketing agreement and 
order were made late yesterday by 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 


First shipments of Beauty and 
and other varieties of early plums 
are expected to begin within the 
next ten days. ,Bartlett pears nor- 
mally follow plums about a month 
later, and Elberta peaches around 
6 or 7 weeks later than first plum 
shipments. 

Final approval by the Secretary 
of Agriculture was based on results 
of a grower referendum and a 
shipper sign-up. 

For each of the three fruits, the 
vote was more than 80 per cent 
favorable. both by number of grow- 
ers and by a volume of fruit repre- 
sented. A favorable vote of at least 
two-thirds of the growers, by num- 
ber or by volume, voting in the ref- 
erendum was required before the or- 
der could be issued making the 
agreement applicable to all handl- 
ers. 

Nearly 2,000 votes were cast by 
growers of the three fruits, some in- 
dividual growers voting on more 


than one fruit. The total vote rep- 
resented approximately 75 per cent 
of the Bartlett pears, 59 per cent 
of the Elberta peaches produced in 
California during 1937 and 1938 and 
marketed in fresh form. 


Bartlett pear growers cast 745 fa- 
vorable ballots out of a total of 884. 
Of the total of 755 plum growers 
voting, 617 cast affirmative ballots. 
Elberta peach growers cast 326 fav- 
orable ballots out of a total of 389. 


Signature of the agreement by 
handlers completed thus far covers 
68 per cent of the Bartlett pears. 
58 per cent of the plums and 53 per 
cent of the Elberta peaches shipped 
from California in fresh form dur- 
ing 1937 and 1938. Final approval of 
the program was also contingent up- 
on signature by handlers represent- 
ing at least 50 per cent of the vol- 
ume of fruit shipped. 

Members and alternates on the 
control committee of 25 members, 
and the three commodity committees 
were selected by the Secretary of 
Agriculture from nominees chosen 
by growers and shippers. 

Grower members and alternates on 
the control committee include L‘ 
W. Veerkamp, Placerville, member; 
and Willard R. Wilkinson, Placer- 
ville, alternate. 

Shipper members on the control 
committee include I. J. Woodin and 
Fred W. Rear, of Sacramento. 

Three commodity committees, one 
for each of the fruits covered by the

Twenty Years Ago 


NEW YORK, ‘IP\—The hands of 
| time turned back 20 years today for 
| Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, the draft 
dodger. He was back where he had 
started—in military prison awaiting 
court martial. 

| His is a pending case that links 
; the era of trans-Atlantic clippers 
with the days of troop ship sailing 
to France; the patriotic singing of 
“Over There” with the convulsions 
of modern “swing.” He had return- 
ed from Germany to “face the mu- 
sic,” and the army is going to give 
him the same old “tune,” this time 
for escaping. 

He was under sentence of five 
years for draft dodging when he 
escaped. That sentence still hangs 
over him. He is heir to an $800,- 
000 fortune from the estate of his 
father, a Philadelphia brewer. 


He found his solitary cell in Cas- 
tle William. Fort Jay, on Gover- 
nor’s Island, little changed in 20 
years, but his first glimpse of the 
New York skyline as viewed: from 
the North German liner Bremen 
yesterday evening made him gasp. 

“Why.” he stammered, “I never 
Saw anything like...” 

At that juncture one of the two 
uniformed army officers who had 


{him in tow gave him a yank, and 


his expression of wonderment end- 
ed abruptly. 

A bill is pending in congress to 
exclude him forever, and the de- 
partment of labor has ruled that his 


citizenship is forfeited and’ he has 
no right to come back ev¢n to sur-

“PAUL, a servant of Jesus 
Christ, called to be an apostle, 
separated unto the Gospel of 
God."" So Paul described himself 
in a letter to the Christians in 
Rome, a city he was hoping soon 
to visit. He wanted, he told them, 
to go to Rome, “for I long to see 
you, that I may impart unto yo, 
some spiritual gift, to the end ye 
may be established. 


“That is, that I may be com- 
forted together with you by the 
mutual faith both of you and me.” 


He wanted to see the church in 
Rome well settled, and also the 
comfort of knowing that he had 
friends to whom he could pour out 
his heart, who would understand 
his work and his many hard and 
lonely experiences. For Paul must 
have had many disheartening mo- 
ments when he felt Christ was far 
from him and didn’t care, and 
that he was practically alone in 
a hostile world which couldn’t or 
wouldn't accept the message, and 
which wanted to put him in prison 
or to death. 


People’s feelings were no dif- 
ferent in those days than they are 
today. They suffered from loneli- 
ness and fear, even those strong 
men like Paul and the other disci- 
ples, who were firm in their faith. 
And it was hard, too, for Paul, 
who had held an authoritative 
Position in Jerusalem when he 
was persecuting the Christians, to 
be the persecuted one. He surely 
was “called to be an apostle,” and 
was “separated” from those with 
whom he formerly associated by 
his acceptance of the Gospel of 
Christ.

“Is He the 
God of the Jews only?” he asks,

glory in tribulations also; know- 
ing that tribulation worketh pa- 
~tience; and patience, experience; 
and experience, hope.” And that 
gospel, too, will work today, when 
those who suffer may achieve the 
virtue of patience, and through;

through experience, have hope...
